FRESNO - Application 
period for All-Risk Fed- 
eral Crop Insurance pro- 
tection on irrigated cotton 
is open for a limited time 
in Tulare county. 

E. Kirk Harper, Federal 
Crop Insurance Corpora- 
tion state director, said 
the protection being offer- 
ed for the 1968 crop year 
remains the same as last 
year when it was intro- 
duced. In addition, the pro- 
gram has been expanded to 
include Fresno, Kern and 
Kings counties, 

‘About 250 insured 
farmers in the county are 
sharing in an estimated 
half-a-million dollars now 
being paid by FCIC due 
to losses from insects and 
weather to their 1967 cot- 
ton crops,’’ Harper says.

SECOND LOOK AT VIET CONG 
For a long time a good many anti-war advocates, 

_ Bobby. Kennedy prominent among them, have de- 
manded peace talks with the Viet Cong represented, 
and-ani eventual South Viet government that inoludes 
members of the VC political arm, the National Libera- 
tion Front. 

That this is balm to the communists has long been 
considered obvious by more conservative thinkers; and 
now the proof seems irrefutable. Johnson Administra- 
tion officials have in their possession a Viet Cong docu- 
ment seized by U.S. troops which admits that military 
victory seems beyond their grasp “now”, and presents 
the alternative of getting NLF agents into a coalition 
government in South Vietnam. Such a coalition, the 
document declares, “will be advantageous to our revo- 
lutionary goals”, and if the VC thereby can control 
government, workers and ants, “it does not matter 
if there are a few (non-party) notables at the top.” 

The Saigon government has expressed to a number 
of American visitors a serious concern over the coali- 
tion movement in this country. They understand the 
communist infiltration-takeover technique and don’t 
want to lose at the conference table what we’ve been 
shedding blood to achieve on the field of battle. 

All of which puts the propagandists for peace at 
any price in a difficult position. With the bitter, bloody 
lesson of the Korean ‘ ” still fresh in memory, it 
would seem imperative that we approach the univer-

WHILE WE usually consider internal workings of fraternal organiza- 
tions as privileged material, we feel that the mystery of Snowball, 
the vanishing porker, is worthy of note in the public print.

After which Snowball disappeared 
and has not been seen since. Daley professes to be unconcerned with 
the fact that Snowball is now worth about $600, on the hoof or in 
absentia, and that if the porker continues this in absentia bit, and 
cannot be unloaded on another Elk lodge in the district, Daley will be 
called upon to produce $600. Says Daley, “I know that Snowball is in the

FCIC in- 
surance plan guarantees 
farmers an_ established 
amount of good quality pro- 
duction based on yield his- 
tory of the land, amount of 
risk involved and estimated 
costs of production, FCIC, 
by Congressional Act, is 
allowed to insure only pro- 
duction costs or the farm- 
er’s investment in his crop, 

When crop production 
falls short of the guarantee. 
due to drouth, excess heat, 
flood, too much moisture, 
insects, disease, or any 
other natural cause, Fed- 
eral Crop Insurance picks 
up the tab paying a cash 
loss sufficient to meet the 
guarantee.
